thither firſt with our Sloop. I think it the moſt pleaſant En- 


| trance I ever yet ſaw. Almoſt all the Morning the Wind 
was contrary ; but I found a very ſtrong Inclination to pray 
that we might arrive Time enough to be preſent at public 


Worſhip. Once I called the People ; but ſomething pre- 


vented their Coming. At laſt, finding my Impreſſion in- 
| creaſe upon me, I deſired their Attendance immediately.— 
They came. With a ſtrong Aſſurance that we ſhould be heard, 
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Convictions. Several were eſteemed mad by their Relations. 
One young Lady in particular was for ſome little Time turned 
out of Doors, but afterwards was recalled ; and one who 
was looked upon as a very good Man, was convinced of 
Self-righteouſneſs in an extraordinary Manner, and burnt 
near 40 l. worth of Books written by ſuch as Mr. Chub, Faſter, 
&c. The Care which People expreſs'd for my Health and 
Preſervation, was uncommon. They were generally ſend- 
ing me in ſomething or another, and fo loaded our Sloop 
with Sea Stores, that I was obliged to ſend much of them to 
the Orphan-houſe. How this Work will end I know not. 
At preſent there is a comfortable Proſpect that the Lord will 
gather to himſelf out of Charleſtown, a peculiar People zea- 
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we prayed - that tbe Lord would turn the Wind, that we 
might give him Thanks in the great Congregation; and alſo 
that he would ſend ſuch to us, as he would have us to con- 
verſe. with, and who might ſhew us a Lodging. Though 
the Wind was a Head when we began; yet when we had 
done praying, and came up out of the Cabbin, it was quite fair. 
With a gentle Gale, we failed moſt pleaſantly into the Har- 
bour; got into public Worihip before they had finiſhed the 
Pſalms, and fat, as I thought, undiſcovered. After Service 
was over, a Gentleman asked me, whether my Name wa 
not I hitefield ? I told him yes; he then deſired me to go to 
his Houſe, and he would take Care to provide Lodgings and 
Neceſſaries for me and my Friends. I went, filently admir- 
ing God's Goodneſs, in anſwering my Prayer ſo minutely. 
Several Gentlemen of the Town ſoon came to pay their Reſ- 
pects to me, amongſt whom was one Mr. Cp, an aged 
Diſſenting Miniſter, but the moſt venerable Man I ever ſaw 
in my Life. He look'd like a good old Puritan, and gave 
me an Idea of what Stamp thoſe Men were, who firſt ſettled 
 New-England, His Countenance was very heavenly ; he re- 
Joiced much in Spirit at the Sight of me, and prayed moſt affec-

the Evening, with him and ſome more Friends, J waited on 
Mr. H——17, the Miniſter of the Church of England, and 


deſired the Uſe of his Pulpit.

one of the Windows. Dined with the Governor, who came 
to me, after Dinner, when I was retired, and weeping, moſt 


earneſtly deſired n) Prayers. The Lord be with and in him, 
for Time and Eternity 1 Went and heard Dr. Sewal preach 
in the Afternoon, Was ſick at Meeting, and alſo after 
Meeting was over. Went with the Governor in his Coach, 
to. the Common, where I preached my Farewell Sermon to 
near 30,000 People. A Sight I have not ſeen ſince I left 


Black} eath, and a Sight, perhaps never before ſeen in Ame- 
rica. It being duskiſh before I had done, the Sight was 


more ſolemn. "Numbers, great Numbers, melted into Tears, 
when I talked of leaving them. I was very particular in 


my Application, both to Rulers, Miniſters and People; com- 


mended what was commendable, blamed what was blame- 
worthy, and exhorted my Hearers ſteadily to imitate the Pi- 
ety o cheir Forefathers; ſo that, whether I was preſent, or 
whether I was abſent. I might hear of their Affairs, that 


with one Heart and Mind, they were ſtriving together for 


the Faith of the Goſpel. After Sermon, the Governor went 
with me to my Lodgings. I ſtood in the Paſſage, and ſpoke 
to A great Company, both within and without Doors; but 
they were ſo deeply affected, and cried ſo loud that I was 
obliged to leave off praying. The Governor was highly 
pleaſed to ſee the Power of God. He took his Leave in the 
moſt affectionate Manner, and ſaid, he would come and take 
me in his Coach to Charleſſeton Ferry the Morrow Morning.

Many offered to go with me to — ; and Charity, I be- 


lieve, 
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lieve, will incline me to take her: For ſhe's caſt out, in ef- 
fect, already for Chriſt's Sake. Blefed be God, for what 
Things he has done in Boſton. I hope a glorious Work is now 
begun, and that the Lord will ftir up ſome faithful Labourers 
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to carry it en. Boſton is a large populous Place, very 


wealthy. Has the Form kept up; but has loſt much of 
the Power of Religion. I have not heard of any remark- 
able Stir for theſe many Years. Miniſters and People are 
obliged to confeſs, that the Love of many is waxed cold. 
Both, for the Generality, ſeem to be too much conformed 
to the World, There's much of the Pride of Life to be 
ſeen in their Aſſemblies. Jewels, Patches, and gay Ap- 
parcel are commonly worn by the Female Sex, and even 
the common People, I obſerved, dreſſed up in the Pride of 
Life. And the little Infants that were brought to Baptiſm, 
were wrapped up in ſuch fine Things, and ſo much Pains 
taken to dreſs them, that one would think they were 
brought thither to be initiated into, rather than renounce 
the Pomps and Vanities of this wicked World. There 
are nine Meeting-Houſes of the Congregational Perſuaſion, 
one Baptiſt, one French, and one belonging to the Scots 
Iriſh. There are two monthly, and one weekly Lectures, 
and thoſe too but poorly tended, Several Miniſters com- 
plained to me of it. I mentioned it in my Sermons, and 
I truſt God will ſtir up the People more frequently to tread 
the Courts of his Houſe, One Thing Baſton is very re- 
markable for, the external Obſervation of the Sabbath. 


Men in civil Offices, have a Regard to Religion, The 
* Governor encourages them : And the Miniſters and Ma- 


giſtrates are more united than in any other Place where 1 


have been. Both were exceedingly civil during my Stay: | 
I never ſaw ſo little Scoffing. Never had ſo little Oppoſi- 


tion. But one might eaſily ſee much would hereafter ariſe, 
when I come to be more particular in my Application to 
particular Perſons. For ] fear many reſt in a Head- Know- 


ledge, are cliſe Phariſees, and have only a Name to live. 


It muſt needs be ſo, when the Power of Godlinels is 
dwindled away, and where the Form only of Religion is 


become faſhionable amongſt People. However, no doubt, 


there are a few Names left in Sardis, which have not de- 


filed their Garments, Many Letters came to me, as far 


as I could judge, from truly pious People, in which they 
heavily complained of the ſad Degeneracy of their Times,

The former 
has lately loſt his Wife, and tho? dear unto him, yet he was 
enabled with great Calmneſs to preach her funeral Sermon, 
whilſt the Corps were lying before him. This put me in 
Mind of Melancthon, who, at the News of his Wife's Death, 
ſaid. By Kate, I'll come after thee ere it be long.“ Since 
his Wife s Deceaſe, Mr. Tennent has been in the VWeſt Fer- 


ſeys and Maryland, and told me how God remarkably 


work'd by his Miniſtry in many Places. Mr. Croſs alſo has 
ſeen great and wonderful Things in his Congregations, ſo 
great that when I came to deſire a particular Account, he 
ſaid, „It directly anſwered the Account given by Mr. Ed- 
" wards, of the Work of God in Northampton.” Mpbat is 
the Lord Feſus about to de! If the Beginning is ſo great, 
what will the End of theſe Things be ! Rode after Sermon 
to Newark, about ten Miles from Staten Ifland. Preached 
to a conſiderable Congregation, but it being dark before I 
concluded, I could not ſee what Impreſſions the Diſcourſe 
made, I fear but little. However, at Night the Lord ma- 
nifeſted forth his Glory. For coming down to Family 


Prayer, where I lodged, and perceiving many young Men 


around me, my Soul was, as it were, melted down with 
Concern for them. After ſinging, I gave a Word of Ex- 


| hortation, With what Power none can fully expreſs but 


thoſe that ſaw it. O how did the Word fall like a Ham- 
mer and like a Fire! What a Weeping was there! -One 
poor Creature in particular was ready to fink into the Earth. 
His Countenance was altered, till he looked, as it were, fick 
to Death. At length he ſaid, What ſhall I do to be 
oy * ſaved? ? Others were diflolved i into Tears around him ; and 
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one of my Fellow-travellers was ſtruck down, and ſo over. 
powered, that his Body became exceeding weak. He could 
ſcarce move all the Night after. God, I believe, was now 
working powerfully on his Soul. As for my own Part I was 
almoſt ſpent, - I vomited, threw myſelf upon the Bed, hum- 
| bled myſelf before God, and ſpent the. Remaining Evening 
in hearing dear Mr. Tennent give an Account; of his late Ex- 
curſion. Oh he is a choice humble Miniſter of the Goſpel!, 
May I. follow him as hq does Chriſl, Amen aud Amen. 


 BASKINRIDGE. + 

.. TPedneſday; November 5. Set out about eight in the Morn- 
ing. Got to Baskinridge, the Place where Mr. Crofs exer- 
ciſes his ſtated Miniſtry, about one o'Clock. At the Houſe 
where J waited in the Way, a Woman ſpoke to me, under 

fron Convictions, and told me, ** ſhe was deeply wound- 
ce ed by my laſt Night's Diſcourſe. When I came to Bas- 
| kinridge, I found 6 Davenport, according to Appoint- 
ment, had been preaching to the Congregation. It conſiſted 
af about 3000 People. As I went along I told a Friend, 
My Soul wept for them, and I. was perſuaded within my- 
ce ſelf, that the Lord would in that Day make his Power to 
, be known amongſt them,” In Prayer, I perceived my 
Soul drawn out, and a Stirring of Affection among the Peo- 
ple. I had not diſcourſed long, but the Holy Ghoſt diſplay- 
ed his Power. In every Part of the Congregation, ſome 
Body or other began to cry out, and almoſt all melted into 
Tears. This abated for a few. Moments, till a little Boy 
about ſeven or eight Years of Age cried out exceeding pite- 
ouſly indeed, and wept as tho? his little Heart wquld break. 
Mr. Cre/s having Compaſhon on him, took him up into the 
Waggon, which ſo affected me that I broke from my Diſ- 
cougje, and told the People, “ the little Boy ſhould preach 
to them, and that God, ſince old Profeſſors would not 
« cry after Chriſt, had diſplayed his Sovereignty, and cut of 

« an Infant's Mouth was perfecting Praiſe.” God fo bleſ- 
| ſed this, that an univerſal Concern fell on the- Congregation 
again. Freſh Perſons dropp'd down here and there, and the 
Cry encreaſed more and more. At length I concluded, and 
as I was going away, I asked the little Boy what he cried 
c for? Heanſwered, “ his Sins.” I then asked, What 
<« he wanted?“ He anſwered, “ Chriſt.” As I paſſed az | 
long, freſh Inſtances of God's Power preſented themſelves to 
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my View. Many mourning after Jeſus that would not be 
comforted, After Sermon, Mr. Cro/s gave Notice of an E- 
vening Lecture in his Barn, about two Miles off. Thither 
we went, and a great Multitude followed. Mr, Gilbart Ten- 


nent preached firſt, and that excellently ell upon the Neceſ- 
ſity and Benefit of ſpiritual Deſertions, I then began to 


pray, and felt the Spirit of God working in me mightily. 
A great Commotion was ſoon obſerved among the Hearers. 
I then. gave a Word of Exhortation. The Lord's Preſence 


attended it in a ſurprizing Manner. One in about ſix Mi- 


nutes cried out, He is come, he is come,” and could ſcarce 


| ſuſtain the Diſcovery that Jeſus Chriſt made of himſelf to 


his Soul. Others wet ſo earneſt for a Diſcovery of the Lord 


to their Souls, that their eager Crying obliged me to ſtop, 
and I prayed over- them as I ſaw their Agonies and Diſtreſs 


increaſe. At length we ſung a Hymn, and then retired to 
the Houſe where the Man that received Chriſt continued till 
near Midnight, talking of and praiſing, ** his ſweet Chrift, 


be. his free-hearted Cbriſt, : &c, A gracious Woman, who | 
had been wreſtling with God for ai Diſplay of his Power, 


was ſo overcome with a Senſe of his Goodneſs, that ſhe al- 


moſt ſwoon'd away. And at length, my own Soul was fo 
full that I retired, and was in a ſtrong Agony for ſome 


Time, and wept before the Lord, under a deep Senſe of my 
own Vileneſs, and the Sovereignty and Greatneſs of God's 
everlaſting Love. - Moſt of the People ſpent the Remainder of 


the Night in Prayer and Praiſes. Two or three young Mini- 
ers ſpoke alternately, and others prayed. as the Lord gave 


them Utterance. Oh ! it was a Night much to be remem- 


ber'd! May the Lord make us mindful of it even to the Day 
of our Death, Amen and Amen e | . 


Baſtinridge and New-Brunſwick, 
Thurſday, November 6. After Breakfaſt this Morning, at

I asked another the 
fame Queſtion, She anſwered “ Yes, but I am waiting for 
s a freſh Breathing from the blefſed Spirit.” I, with Plea- 
ſure; took my Leave of them, and rode agreeably in Com- 
pany with War Children of God to New-Brunſwick, 23 
Miles from Baskinridge. Here Letters awaited me from Sa- 
vannab, acquainting me that there had been a great Morta- 
lity amongſt the People of that Place, That my Family 
lived in Love, the Orphans continued very healthy, and that 
a Miniſter was coming over to ſupply my Place at Savannah. 
This laſt much rejoiced me, being reſolved to give up Sa- 
vannah Living as ſoon as I arrived at Georgia. A Pariſh and 
the Orphan-Fiouſe together are too much for me: Beſides God 
ſeems to ſhew me it is my Duty to evangelize, and not to fix in 
any particular Place. In the Evening I preach'd in Mr. 
Gilbert Tennent's Mecting-Houſe, and was led in my Diſ- 
courſe to comfort the Hearts of God's dear People. A little 
after Mr. B—r (a young Miniſter, who, I truſt, will here- 
after come fairly out for God) preach'd for about an Hour, 
and then, at the Deſire of dear Mr. Gilbert Tennent, I con- 
cluded with a Word of Exhortation.

fort, that ſhe is thankful to God for having an Opportunity 
of hearing that Text explained, is much ſtrengthened, per- 
fectly eaſy, and will by God's Grace follow his Command- 
ments. Lord, for thy Mercy's Sake, work in her both to 
will and to do, after thy good Pleaſure, Amen and Amen.
